2. Claims 28 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
Bunyea-US 4,871,629 ( £ 629) or Bunyea et al.-US 5,663,01 1 ('Oil). (New Rejection) 

Reference is made to column 2, line 31 through column 5, line 54 and Figures 1-5 of the 
'629 patent. Member 54 is the push button in '629. 

See column 4, line 59 through column 6, line 27 of the '01 1 patent and Figures 1, 3 and 8 
therein. The push button in '01 1 is member 66.
